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“BLACK MARKET ” 
SYNDICATE OPERATES 
IN MIDLANDS 


- ARGE stocks of tinne 
soap and other commotities not 
generally available are being re- 

leased on the Dublin “ black market” 
by a large syndicate with agents 
throughout the Midlands and the West 
of Ireland. | 
_ Some time ago it was reported that 
individual motorists were using their 
slender stocks of petrol to “ raid coun- 
try towns to purchase food which could 
not be obtained in Dublin.” Apparently 
the. food profiteers saw in this a line 
of action too good to miss, and decided 
to build up an organisation to take 
advantage of conditions in Dublin. 
ay SA es in the Midlands have 
told Jrish Times reporters how. the 
syndicate operates. Agents, apparently, 


villages within a radius of twenty miles 
buying up the commodities that are 
scarce in the cities. A few days after 
the visit these goods are taken away, 
1s Ts assumed, to Dublin, where. they 
are put on the ‘‘ black market.” 


TECHNIQUE 


The technique invariably adopted by 
the agents ts as follows:—A large 
motor-car with a Dublin registration 
number draws up outside the village 
shop. A man comes in and. asks the 
ig a aos if he has any tinned soup. 

he shopkeeper says he has, and the 
visitor orders a half-dozen tins, with 
the remark: ‘‘It’s rather short in 
Dublin you know, and I want to 
put past a few.” They talk for a 
while, and then, perhaps, the shop- 
keeper can spare a few more tins for 
the “ friend in the car.” 

The goods are held in Dublin until 
the demand puts up the prices above 
normal. 

Apparently there is no way to stop 
the racket. The customers of the vil- 
lage shopkeeper, mostly farmers, do 
not go in very much for tinned food, 
and there are generally small stocks in 
all country shops. 

There appears to be no remedy for 
such practices, except the introduction 
of universal rationing. It was pointed 
out by an official of the Department 
of Supplies that it would be impossible 
to frame a regulation that would pre- 
vent the wholesale purchase of goods. 
There was, he said, nothing to stop 
any man from going in his car or by 
trade around the country cnd buying up 
anything he could get. The only way 
the authorities could get at him was 
when he tried to re-sell the commodity 
at exorbitant prices, and if the public 
did not report such cases it would be 
impossible to do away with the ‘ black 
markets.”’ 


PROTESTANT NURSES 


NEEDED 
POOR RESPONSE TO 
ADVERTISEMENTS 


The Joint Committee of the Grange- 
gorman and Portrane Mental Hospitals 
have received a very poor response to 
their special advertisements for Church 
of Ireland, Presbyterian, or Methodist 
nurses, At the mid-September meeting 
of the Committee, Dr. John Dunne, 
Resident Medical Superintendent, 
Grangegorman, in his report, mentioned 
the difficulty of obtaining a sufficiency 
of Protestant nurses for the staff, with 
the result that Roman Catholic nurses 
had to accompany patients of other 
religious " persuasions to Protestant 
religious Services.

OFFICER FOUND 
“ GUILTY 


APTAIN RICHARD HENRY 
STEVENS, of the Royal Army 
Service Corps, pleaded not guilty 

at a courtmartial in Belfast yesterday 
to three charges alleged to have arisen 
out of transactions he had with the 
agent of an army contractor with 
whom he was dealing. 5 

The first charge was that while on 
active service he committed a civil 
offence, by, while acting as ofhcer in 
charge of a barracks in Northern 
Ireland, Ei nú a gift of a bottle of 
champagne from Jean Larmour, the 
agent of an army contractor, as an 
inducement or reward for showing 
favour in relation to affairs of the War 
Department to an army contractor with 
whom he was dealing. 

There was an siteastiive charge 
under the Army Act in relation to the 
same alleged gift. 

The third charge was for failing, in 
accordance with his duty, to report that 
Jean Larmour, the agent for an army 
contractor, had offered him a gift of 
money. | ' 


WHAT HAPPENED 


The prosecuting officer said that 
during the time of the eyents alleged, 
the public service system was in opera- 
tion, under which the officer in charge 
of barracks had authority to enter into 
contracts for the provision of certain 
types of supplies on his own responsi- 
bility, and subsequently those contracts 
would have been ratified by superior 
authorities. One of the army con- 
tractors was the firm of J. 8. Larmour, 
which was represented in Northern 
Ireland by Miss Jean Larmour, who 
was the daughter of J. 8. Larmour. 

In December, 1939, Captain Stevens 
had accepted a bottle of champagne, 
which was brought to his office by Miss 
Larmour. This was serious because it 
was a gift from an agent of an Army 
contractor to the officer in charge of 
barracks. | 

Continuing, the prosecuting officer 
said that the third offence took place 
in May, 1940. Miss Larmour was 
sitting in her car in a public street and 
talking to Captain Stevens, who was 
standing beside the car. They had a 
short conversation on business matters, 
and then Miss Larmour put her hand 
out of the window of the car and 
placed a number of banknotes in 
Captain Stevens’ hand. Captain 
Stevens handed the money back. Miss 
Larmour said it was to buy a present 
for his wife. The prosecution alleged

that in circumstances like that, where 
a gift of money was handéd over by 
an agent of-an Army contractor, that 
there was only one course open to 
Captain . Stevens, and that was to 
report it at once to his superior officer 
that a gift had been offered. 


CAPTAIN STEVENS’ 
CASE 


Captain Stevens stated that in Sept- 
ember, 1939, urgent matters in regar” 
to troops were the sanitary services 
and the provision of palliasses. His 
chief clerk suggested that they should 
give an order to the firm of Larmour, 
of which he had never heard before. 
They arranged with Larmour to do the 
work, and it was done satisfactorily. 
His experience was that they could not 
get firms to do this work. 

The defending officer—Will you tell 
the Court of your relations with Miss 
Larmour ? 

Accused—They were simply business 
— I had with her, and nothing 
else. 

What social contacts had you with 

her ?—None at all. 
_ Describing the incident of the hand- 
ing over of the bottle of champagne, 
Captain Stevens said he was sitting in 
his office when the chief clerk brought 
in a bottle of champagne and laid it 
on the table, making a statement to 
the effect that Miss Larmour brought 
two bottles, one for the staff and one 
for him. At that time he saw no 
ulterior motive whatever in accepting 
the bottle. 

The Defending Officer—Why did you 
accept it?—l thought it was simply 
something good‘ on Miss Larmour’s 
part. The thought never entered my 
head that it was a bribe, : 

Had Miss Larmour ever tried to get 
you to accept anything before ?—No, 

Dealing with the charge of failing 
to report, witness said that in May, 
1940, he was going home and met 
Miss Larmour outside the barrack gate. 
She was in her. car, and offered him 
a sum of money, saying it was to buy 
a present for his wife, He said: 
“Don't be silly; I can buy all the 
presents my wife requires.’’ She put 
the money back in the cubby hole of 
the car. He did not take it as a direct 
bribe to him, and did not report it. 
On May 15th a tender for palliasse 
straw was received from Larmour. If 
the price had been higher than other 
tenders, it would not have been ac- 
cepted. 

The accused man was found guilty 
on the first and third charges, and 
not guilty on the second. Sentence 
will be promulgated.

THE SOLDIER’S 
ALLOWANCES 


CASE OF MARRIED 
MEN 


An appeal by Mr. de Valera to young 
men to join the Defence forces for the 
duration of the war appeared in the 
Irish Times yesterday, and in the same 
issue was a letter stating that such a 
soldier, who got matried after March 
13 last, would not be allowed any- 
thing for his wife or any children they 
may have. Married men, with certain 
exceptions, are at present debarred 
from entering the Defence forces, and. 
if a married man should. manage to 
jois by representing himself as unmar- 
ried, he will have only 14s. a week 
Army pay as a recruit, out of which 
10d. is taken for insurance and laundry, 
etc., by the Army authorities. Reser- 
vists called up for permanent service 
are also subject to the restriction men- 
tioned above 

The letter in yesterday's issue stated 
that a soldier’s wife was about to be 
evicted because she owed 18s. rent. 
Her husband was only able to allow 
her 10s. a week out of his pay. The 
letter also pointed to the South Dublin 
Union as the ultimate home of the 
families of soldiers whose marriage 
date puts them in the category .men- 
tioned above. 

The most obvious reason for the re- 
striction of payment of marriage al- 
lowances is the limitation of Army esti- 
mates, but that policy would appear 
to be defeating the Government's aim 
of increasing the strength of the 
Army. Many unemployed young men 
get married every year with nothing 
to live on but the dole, which carries 
marriage allowances and, in many 
cases, an allowance of food vouchers. 
This compares very favourably with 
the Army rates of pay mentioned, 
and, as a decrease in doles is unlikely, 
in view of the fact that they were re- 
cently increased, it is unlikely that 
the Army will be increased at the ex- 
pense of the Labour Exchange queues. 
That is, unless this marriage allow- 
ance restriction is removed.

BREAD SHORTAGE 


IN CORK CITY 


RESULT OF TRADE 
DISPUTE 


Late yesterday evening there was 
still no prospect whatever of an early 
settlement of the dispute which de- 
prived Cork yesterday of the bulk of 
its bread supply. Both master bakers 
and workers have issued public state- 
ments, each side blaming the other 
for the stoppage. 

Yesterday evening bread vans from 
various firms made their usual rounds, 
but they carried conspicuous labels 
bearing the words “ Flour only.” De- 
prived of bread, housewives instea! 
accepted deliveries of the flour to 
make the best use they could of it. In 
many homes, however, gas rationing 
will seriously upset home-baking 
efforts, . 

The rationing of gas in Cork has not 
effected the saving expected, said 
an official of the Gas Company yes- 
terday. “ People,” he added, ‘‘are 
using practically as much gas as ever 
and nm; it all during the hours when 
the supply is available. Some people, 
despite the danger, are even trying to 
use it during the off hours. There is 
still no change in the position as re- 
gards coal supplies, and if the public 
do not co-operate in economising, the 
supply will have to be still further 
reduced.”’ 


ORIGIN OF THE DISPUTE 


The. dispute, which closed the 
bakeries without warning, came to a 
head over the week-end. It originated 
in the position caused by rationing of 
of gas supplies. The gas is not turned 
on until a.m., and the Operative 
Bakers’ Trade Union intimated that 
they could not have a gas-cooked 
breakfast, nor in some cases even 
lighting, in their homes, and be at 
work at the usual starting hour— 
7 a.m. Accordingly, they intended to 
defer the start of their working day 
until 8 a.m. The Master Bakers’ Asso- 
ciation replied that a variation in the 
terms of an existing trade agreement 
was possible only by mutual arrange- 
ment. They declined to accept a de- 
cision by the Union, while prepared to 
consider proposals. The men adhered 
to their point that the gas position 
made it impossible for them to start 
work at 7 a.m., whereupon the Master 
Bakers declared a lock-out. 

Between 80 and 90 per cent. of the 
city’s bread production is affected. 

The shortage of bread caused con- 
sternation in a city quite unprepared 
for any such action. No provision had 
been made, and the difficulties were 
accentuated by the scarcity of flour 
for domestic baking, which has long 
been doled out in limited quantities by 
retailers, who are themselves limited 
to a percentage of last year’s consump- 
tion. t 


HOME BAKING 


Such supplies of bread as were avail- 
able this morning were quickly snapped 
up, and this evening the ‘‘ famine”’ 
was complete except for customers of 
the few concerns -that accepted the 
men’s demand and continued at work. 

Confectionery is not affected by the 
dispute, but most of the popular classes 
of fancy bread are turned out by 
bakers, and these are not available, 

With some exceptions, public insti- 
tutions, religious communities, etc., are 
seriously inconvenienced, The Mental 
Hospital, North and South Infirmaries, 
and Fever Hospital are not affected, 
because the firm which acts as their 
contractors is one of the few still 
working. The Cork County Home 
employs its own bakers and does its 
own baking. Most of the other hospi- 
tals, etc. are, however, concerned ; 
but there is a general feeling that a 
settlement will not be unduly delayed. 

The stoppage of the bread supply 
has turned all householders to the task 
of baking their own; but a consider- 
able double. difficulty arose here 
because of scarcity of flour and the 
rationing. of gas. 


AFGHANISTAN'S 


NEW MOVE 
AXIS NATIONALS TO BE 
HANDED TO ALLIES 


T “seas at Monday—British and 


Soviet diplomatic sources to-day 

emphatically denied that 
Afghanistan would be occupied in the 
near future by Allied troops, and said 
that the Afghan Government’s de- 
cision to expel all German and Italian 
nationals meant their delivery into 
Allied hands, says the Associated 
Press. 

British sources said that Afghanis- 
tan had approved its good faith, and 
that ‘‘it was in the best interests of 
British India to have the tough little 
mountain monarchy as a_ peaceful 
friend.”’ 

According to lists of the British- 
Indian political service, 141 German 
heads of families, with 51 dependents, 
and 17 Italian heads of families, with 
26 dependents, are affected by Kabul’s 
decision to expel the Axis nationals. 

The Germans include road, electri- 


cal and radio engineers, teachers, 
doctors, dentists, and commercial 
agents. 


The German Minister, Hans Pilger, 
was credited with only nominal in- 
fluence in Kabul. 

The Italian Minister, Pietro Quaroni, 
however, was reputed to have formed 
strong friendships with the tribal 
chieftains. He helped to sell a 
number of training ‘planes to the 
Afghan Air Force, and brought three 
Italian Air Force men to Kabul to 
instruct in servicing them. The 
Afghans were displeased when the 
majority of the ’planes were wrecked 
in bad takes-off and landings. 


A TURKISH MISSION 

Although there is one German mili- 
tary instructor employed by the 
Afghan Government, a Turkish Mili- 
tary Mission of more than a dozen 
officers had long been stationed in 
Kabul, directing the training of the 
army of 80,000. 

Transport experts have opened in 
Afghanistan a substitute route for 
Allied supplies going to Russia. Some 
votal bridges, built b German 
engineers, have been wished out in 
the past year, but no allegations of 
sabotage have been made by the Allies. 

Gexman propaganda in the bazaars 
probably is the greatest annoyance to 
the Alles. There have been wide- 
spread whispering campaigns, sayin 
that Herr Hitler is really a Moslem an 
a great prophet, and that the British 
Empire is tottering. — (Associated 
Press. ) 


SUGGESTED EARLY 
CLOSING OF SHOPS 


Mr. Sean Lemass, Minister. for 
Supplies, has invited a number of city 
business organisations to a conference 
on Wednesday afternoon to discuss the 
feasability of requiring the early 
closing of business houses and offices 
during the winter months as a means 
of conserving fuel and power supplies. 

Among the organisations invited to 
the conference are the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce and the Drapers’ Chamber 
of Trade.

MAKE POND’S YOUR PASSPORT TO BEAUTY 


ABBEY THEATRE 
“ LOVERS’ MEETING ” 


HERE was some doubt, which was 
1 expressed at the time, as to 
whether Mr, Louis D’ Alton’s last 
play, “ The Money Doesn't Matter,”’ 
was a tragedy or a comedy, but there 
was no such doubt in the mind of the 
Abbey audience last night. His new 
play, ‘‘ Lovers’ Meeting, which is 
described quite definitely as a tragedy, 
seemed to amuse the audience almost 
all the way through, and to win 
acceptance mainly as a comic piece. 

Its story—material for either tragedy 
or comedy—is as old as the hills which 
used to appear upon the Abbey back- 
cloth. It leans upon the situatron 
which, for laughter or tears, may be 
built around the ‘‘ made’ match. 
The existence of an unknown relation- 
ship between certain characters in this 
version of the story should have had 
the effect of plunging it into deepest 
tragedy, but this is not exactly what 
happened in the play as it was seen last 
night. 

One. wonders what really happened 
in production to a work where what 
was apparently intended as comic re- 
lief from the pressure of tragic rela- 
tionships and the distress of poignant 
situations becomes almost the whole 
play. Surely that cannot have been 
the author’s intention, nor completely 
the aim of all the players. It must, 
then, have been the will of the audi- 
ence driving hard towards an even- 
ing s enjoyment. 

Mr. D'Alton unwittingly may have 
been a good deal to blame for this in 
having written so many good comic 
parts into ‘‘ Lovers’ Meeting,” while, 
at the same time, leaving us largely 
unconvinced by his central figure, Jane 
Sheridan, the tragic wife and mother. 
It was too hard to believe in the 
dark, passionate past which she begins 
to reveal when the play has already 
been overborne by its comic charac- 
ters, and, without full acceptance of 
her, the tragic situation, in which her 
husband, her daughter and the son 
of her former lover become involved, 
does not reach an existence 
strong enough to move us. No power- 
ful emotion is set free. We have not 
felt the onward march of tragedy. It 
comes up to meet us from the end, 
and does not build with our i ml 
tion from the beginning of the play. 

It was no fault on Eileen Crowe's 
art that this character did not body 
orth and make her last scene moving 
and memorable. She played perfectly 
the woman’s part that was written in 
the play, but she was not the kind 
of woman who brings sudden dooms 
out of her past upon those around her. 
We had to take the doom for granted, 


dodged in and out from behind the 
laughter. : 

It was strange, too, to find a 
dramatist of Mr. D’Alton’s experience 
bringing on one wholly unnecessary 
character. This wag Jane's sister, 


Hannie, a part which was exceed- 
ingly well played by Ria Mooney, 
although it really did nothing 
for the play beyond confusing 
it between tragedy and comedy. 
+ took the audience too long to 


realise that this half-witted creature 
wax not there for the purpose of being 
laughed at, and when it was seen that 
tne part might have some tragic mean- 
ing, be something in the nature of a 
chorus, it was too late to prevent a 
feeling that it was failing then from 
appearing overdone. 

In the two parts of the tragic lovers 
neither Phyllis Ryan nor Denis O'Dea 
had scenes full enough at any point to 
show us convincingly the pitiful nature 
of their relationship, and seemed mere 
sketches of characters that had not 
been fully written. i 

The big acting successes of the play 
were two pieces of rich characterisa- 
th. by Maureen Delaney and Seumas 

ealy. ' 

In smaller parts, F. J. McCormick, 
M. J. Dolan and W. O’Gotman had 
enough material from the author to 
give us good moments. 

The production was by Frank
